
THE HENNINGS PROGRAM. 

Less then two weeks are to pass by before 
the eastern racing campaign of 1899 will be in- 
augurated at Washington over the Bennings 
racetrack. The meeting there will begin Mon- 
day, April 3 and end Saturday, April 15. The 
management annonnces that up to and includ- 
ing April 1 supplemental entries will be received 
at the track for the Maiden Hurdle Race, the 
Maryland Hurdle Handicap, the Easter Steeple- 
chuse and the Bennings Steeplechase Handi- 
cap. The order of the running has also been 
arranged and the stake events will be decided 
as follows : 

April 3— Second race, the Arlington, for two- 
year-olds, 1-2 mile; third race, the Easter 
Steeplechase, for four-year-olds and upward, 
about two miles. 

April 5— Second race, the Potomac, for three- 
year-olds, six fnrlongs; third race, Maiden 
Hurdle, for four year-olds and upward, one mile 
and a half, over six flights. 

April 8— Second race, the Congressional, for 
two-year-olds, 1-2 mile. 

April 11— Second race, the mount Vernon, for 
two-year-old fillies, 1 2 mile. 

April 12— Third race, the Federal, for three- 
year-olds, six and a half furlongs. 

April 13— Third race, Marylaad Hurdle Han- 
dicap, for four-year-olds and upward, one mile 
and three-quarters, over seven flights. 

April 15 — Second race. Second Washington 
Nursery, of $6,000, for two- year- olds, 1-2 mile; 
third race, Benniags Steeplechase Handicap, 
for four-year-olds and upward, about two miles 
and a half; fourth race, the Washington Han- 
dicap of $25 each, $10 forfeit, or only $5, if de- 
clared by April 1, with $500 added, one mile. 

GOSSIP OF THE TURF. 

The opening of the Lincoln meeting yester- 
day was also the opening of the English flat 
racing season of 1899. The principal event of 
the day and the meeting, the Lincolnshire 
Handicap, a dash of one mile fell to Captain 
Bewicke’s General Peace, 5, by Gallinule — 
Moira, 101 pounds. Lord William Beresford’s 
Knight of the Thistle, 116 pounds, T. 81oan up, 
was second. H. V. Long’s Edward II. was 
third. Twenty-six started. Until recently it was 
thought Berzak would represent the Beresford 
stable, but in two trials Knight of the Thistle 
showed best and so was started instead. His 
performance was a very good one, as the fastest 
milers of England usually start for the Lincoln- 
shire. 

Of certain foals, yearlings and two-ye ar-olds 
in which St. Louis turf patrons will be inter- 
ested, the Republic says: 

“One of the finest looking yearlings at Joseph I 
D. Lucas’ Goodwood farm in St. Louis county] 
is C. C. Maffitt’s bay filly by Foul 8hot— Lucille 
Manette. This filly stands 14.1 and weighs 720 
pounds. Mr. Maflitt will race a two-year-old 
half-brother to this filly the coming season. 
The two-year-old colt is by Dr. Hasbrouck. 
Mr Maflitt also has three other yearling fillies 
at Goodwood. 

“The prize of the bunch is a bay,|by Donald A. 
— Rhyme. She stands 14 hands and weighs 635 
pounds. According to Mr. Lucas, this is one of 
the finest-looking yearlings ever raised at his 
farm. Another bay, by Dr. Hasbrouck— Miss 
Mand, stands 14 hands and weighs 630 pounds. 
The remaining member of Mr. Maflitt’s quartet 
is a bay by Abana— Missouri, standing 13.2 and 
weighing 630 pounds. 

“Mr. Lucas reports four foals at Goodwood, 
one of which, unfortunately died soon after 
birth. Mendicant, who was mighty near a first 
class racemare in her day, has thrown a grand 
chestnut colt by Dr. Hasbrouck. Missis Pickwick 



foaled a bay colt by the same sire. Song Bird has 
thrown a chestnut filly, by Dr. Hasbrouck that 
is said to be a perfect picture of the old 
horse Mr. Lucas is in receipt of a letter from 
a prominent eastern trainer, relating some in- 
teresting information concerning the Hasbrouck 
two-year-olds in training at the Brooklyn race- 
track. A chestnut filly by Dr. Hasbrouck— 
Pick Up, is reported to be as fast as a bnllet. 
She is small in size, but makes up for it in 
quality. This filly is a half sister to that sweet 
little filly Found, one of the best three-year- 
old fillies on the western circuit last season. 
The bay colt by Dr. Hasbrouck— Grisette is re- 
ported to have developed into a grand looking 
two-year-old, possessing both size and quality, 
and, what’s still better, a rare turn of speed. 
Mr. Lucas is confident that this colt will make 
a first class performer. 

“Ex-Alderman Dennis J. Sullivan of the old 
Twenty-fourth Ward has a small but select 
string of two-year-olds in training for the com- 
ing season. Mr. Sullivan breeds his own race- 
horses at his Pike County farm. He has a 
choice band of broodmares, which he purchased 
from H. Eugene Leigh when the latter disposed 
of his La Belle stud two years ago. Mr. Sulli- 
van thinks he will win races with Nellie John- 
son, a two-year-old chestnut filly, by G. W. 
Johnson— Woodeloa. He is also satisfied that 
Barleycoram, a two-year-old black filly, by Bur- 
lington— Tallycoram, will carry his colors to 
victory at the Fair Grounds the coming season. 
Another promising two-year-old in the Snllivan 
string is a chestnut colt by Vagabond— Vernal. 
Mr. Sullivan still owns and will race the three- 
year-olds Barrisso and Woodcut the coming 
season.” 

Some fast work was done at Memphis Mon- 
day. A dispatch from there to the Commercial 
Tribune says: “Charley Patterson’s bay colt 
McMeekin, 2, by Fonso— Daisy Rose, fairly 
burned up the track this morning. It was by 
no means fast, and could be called Blow. He 
worked a half mile in 0:49 3-5 with his weight 
up. Breaking at the half-mile pole, he worked 
to the stand, and, all things considered, this is 
a better work than Hamburg ever did while Mr. 
Patterson was training him. Owners and train- 
ers are inclined to believe that his colt will be 
the champion of the year. 

“A. H. & D. H. Morris’ Insurrection, bay filly 
2, by Russell— L’lntriguante, stepped four fur- 
longs in 52. She is a good filly. Bonnivard and 
Petit Maitre, also in the Morris string, are con- 
sidered colts of stake qnality. There are more 
promising two-year-olds at Montgomery Park 
than have ever wintered here before. Qneen of 
Soag worked a mile in 1:45 easily. It is be- 
lieved here that Kentucky Colonel, Jolly Roger 
and Queen of Song will finish first, second and 
third in the Crescent City Derby, but it will be 
a tight fit between the three. Each one of the 
owners is trying to secure the services of 
Jockey T. Burns for the race. 

“Sea Lion and Meadowthorpe worked three- 
quarters in 1 :184, Sea Lion finishing the mile 
in 1:47. W. Overton breezed six furlongs in 
1:19. J. W. Schorr &. Son believe their colt has 
a moral cinch on the Tennessee Derby. 

“Leo Planter galloped the same distance in 
1 :20i. Lieber Karl has gone lame and will not 
be a starter in the Montgomery Handicap. Al- 
gol will carry the Schorr colors instead. His 
best work up to the present time was to breeze 
a mile in 1 :50, but he w ill be fit in time.” 

According to a New York newspaper of Satur- 
day Fred Taral writes from Mount Vernon that 
instead of weighing in the neighborhood of 140 
pounds, he is now down to 116 pounds, stripped, 
and will easily be able to ride at 110 or 112 
pounds. “I was never in better health at this 



time of the year,” says Taral, “and I never 
weighed less. I wish to state that I have not 
signed to ride for anyone, and have not signed 
to ride any horse in any of the handicaps a s 
yet.” This seems to dispose of the story that 
has gone the length and breadth of the country 
to the effect that Taral had signed with Eastin 
& Larabie, and would have the mount on Ben 
Holladay in whichever handicap he started. 

Tekla, by Argyle — Miss Ali, a two-year-old in 
W. F. Schulte’s string at Louisville, is attract- 
ing considerable attention. He is a good looker 
and speedy. 

T. H. Blackburn is handling a big string com- 
posed of his own horses and some belonging to 
Charles F. B. McLean and Thomas Green. The 
horses have been moved from Oakley to the 
Newport track and are as follows:

JOHN HUNTER’S RACING NOTIONS. 

Nhw York, March 21— “My information is,” 
said Mr. John Hunter, one of the leading veter- 
an tnrfmen of the east, “that Washington Park, 
Chicago, will not open its gates unless a racing 
bill for Illinois is passed, Our racing matters 
are now in splendid shape and every one in the 
east looks for a most prosperous season. Bet- 
ting on horse races has been declared legal by 
the highest New York tribunal and the Washing- 
ton, D. C., authorities uphold a law like ours. 
The day of faction fighting has gone, peace is 
general and authority recognized in a healthy 
way. It cost lots of money to get health. Law- 
yers are expensive birds. Speaking of birds, I 
made my acquaintance with the late Secretary 
John E. Brewster of the Washington Park Club 
while shooting snipe over in New Jersey. We 
were always fast friends and his death was 
lamented by all true lovers of racing. They 
felt that he was supTeme as a manager. It is 
really too bad that such a magnificent 
plant shonld have been idle when the 
public desired high class racing. Oh, I 
know all about what you are saying, that 
no member of the Washington Park Club ever 
owned a racing stable. Of course it figured 
against the sport. Bat a like condition of things 
exists at Sheepshead Bay, and one can easily 
figure how in order to make racing all that it 
should be men of quality should own and run 
horses. 

“We are all right down here and one can only 
hope that sooner or later the extreme men of 
the west will tone down or retire. Then the 
racing will fall into the hands of men of worth 
who will race on a higher plan and legislate 
more broadly.” 

AIR BLAST IS PROMISING. 

Wm. Wheland, trainer for Mr. W. L. Cassidy* 
writes from Little Rock, Ark., to a St. Louis 
friend the following gossip about the horses 
in preparation at Little Rock: 

“Kittie B. is moving along nicely, and will 
probably be in shape to start in a stake the first 
day of the meeting. Kittie is a six-year-old 
mare, thoroughly seasoned, and able to stand a 
spring preparation. Air Blast is also doing well, 
and gives every indication of being a good colt. 
Air Blast is a three-year-old bay by Patron-Peggy 
Merrill. He was in Captain May’s string last 
season and proved a right good two-year-old, hav . 
ing run five-eighths over the Newport track in 
l:01i, with 110 pounds up and three-quarters 
over the Latonia track in 1 :15I, with 108 pounds 
np, defeating Batten and Mazo. The latter is 
the Rossington colt that John E. Madden 
bought recently and with which he expects to 
win the Kentucky Derby. It took Donald 
Bain’s life to beat Air Blast five-eighths in 1 :02, 
both colts carrying 110 pounds, and Guess Me 
was all out to beat him five and a half furlongs 
in 1:071, the weights being, Guess Me, 113 and 
Air Blast, 110. Air Blast wintered well and has 
developed into a slashing big colt. Air Blast 
may not win any Derby, but he’ll win his share 
of thoraces around St. Louis the coming season. 

“Nearly every two-year-old hare has bucked 
or is suffering from soreness in the shoulders, 
due to the heavy condition of the going. I don’t 
intend to do mncb with my two-year-olds until 
I get to the Fair Grounds. I believe that Sir 
Robert is going to make a real good colt. Sir 
Robert is a bay colt by Patron— Pitapat and 
was named in honor of the president of the 
Fair Association. I have another promising 
two-year-old in the chestnut colt Sir Kingston, 
by Kingston— Josephine. Jockey Lines is here 
with me, and is galloping my horses every 
morning. He ought to maka a good boy at the 
Fair Grounds the coming season.”
